CHALLENGER II became an ideal prospect for American 
racing. He was bought by Messrs. Brann and Castle with a view to winning the Arlington Classic, 
but injured a hock while in training at Beckhampton. Never thoroughly fit or acclimatized in this 
country, Imp. CHALLENGER II showed phenomenal speed on various occasions before going lame 
last July when he was retired from the turf. 

Fred Darling, who trained Imp. CHALLENGER II, made the following comment when he was 
sold: “Lord Dewar and I thought him good enough to win the Derby and I am sorry to see him 
leave the country.”

KENTUCKY ELECTION. 


UDGE RUBY LAFFOON, of Madisonville, 

Democrat, defeated Mayor William B. Harri- 
son, of Louisville, Republican, for Kentucky’s 
Governorship by a matter of some 71,000 votes. 
The entire Democratic ticket for state officers 
was successful. Judge Laffoon will succeed Gov- 
ernor Flem D. Sampson, Republican, in the office 
at Frankfort in December. The other officers 


e" succeed their fellow Democratic incumbents 


\ 
in January. The Legislature, largely Democratic, 
will convene January 4. As regards the breeding 
and racing of Thoroughbred horses, the situation 
is unchanged by this election. We were about 
to say unaffected, but that is hardly the word. 
The expectation generally appears to be that the 
new Governor will name a State Racing Commis- 
sion about like that of the present. If he does 
it will have a bad effect on the situation. If he 
does the unexpected and appoints a commission 
of leading men of the breeding and racing indus- 
try who are not politicians and who are not sub- 
servient to any single influence, branch, group 
or affiliation within the industry, it will have a 
good effect. THE BLOOD-HORSE dares to hope, yet 
with exceeding doubt, that Governor Laffoon 
will, in this respect, do the unexpected. 


STARTING. 
HROUGH the racing season just closed, we 
had listened to comment derogatory to start- 
ing from stalls until we got the impression that 
perhaps a majority of owners and trainers had 
become dissatisfied with use of the contrivances 
the invention and use of which they had so long 
sought. Accordingly we decided to ask owners 
and trainers to tell THE BLOOD-HORSE how they 
stand on the matter. We inaugurated a straw 
vote on starting, using a double post card for 
the purpose. The message read: 
“THE BLOOD-HORSE has heard a large num- 
ber of horsemen, who a year ago were in 
favor of starting from stalls, are now op- 


posed and desire that this method be aban- 
doned. 


“Will you kindly express your preference 
on the accompanying card and mail it? You 
can sign your name if you care to, but it is 
not necessary.” 


The questions asked on the return portion of 
the card were: 

“Do you prefer continuance of starting 
from stalls?” 

“Do you prefer return to use of the bar- 
rier?” 

Below the questions were lines for remarks, 
and quite a number of the gentlemen addressed 
upon the-subject made use of that portion of the 
post card to convey their thoughts to us. 

As this is written, the returns indicate a pro-

portion of 11 to 1 in favor of the stalls. The 
ratio may be changed when the returns are all 
in, but we have seen sufficient to dispel every 
doubt about the wishes of the majority of own- 
ers and trainers. We quote a few of the expres- 
sions: 

“Horses are more liable to be kicked with bar- 
rier than with stalls. Superiority of stalls over 
barrier in every way, to my mind, is indisputa- 
ble.”—John Sanford. 

“Any stall gate is better than the old barrier.” 
—H. G. Bedwell. 

“Very much prefer starting from stalls.’’— 
Howe Stable. 

“I believe stalls are much fairer for every 
horse. Also think that they save much time in 
starts.”—Capt. Edward Johnston. 

“Stalls are 100 per cent improvement over bar- 
rier system, but no system is of any value if as- 
sistant starters are allowed to hold horses and 
make a racketeer game out of it, and that is what 
it looks like on the New York tracks.’’—Unsigned. 

“Starting stalls appeal to me very much.’’— 
A. H. Cosden. 

“Also a new starter on New York tracks.’’— 
Name signed, but withheld. 

“A little care in the schooling of young horses 
and a lot less rough handling by assistant starters 
would greatly reduce the number of bad actors. 
More capable and better controlled riders would 
also help.’’—Unsigned. 

“Would prefer to have a horse schooled three 
times before he is barred from starting from the 
stalls at any one meeting.”—J. V. Taylor. 

“I highly approve of the stalls and think it is 
a solution to better starting and more even com- 
pilation in horse racing.’——-Thomas H. McCreery. 

“While there is still a lot of room for improve- 
ment in the gates, I think every one appreciates 
the feeling of safety guaranteed by starting each 
horse separately. As the boys and young horses 
become used to the system of starting it will im- 
prove.”— Unsigned. 

“I think it protects your horse from being 
kicked at the post, and I have seen mighty good 
starts also. You should school your horse to the 
barrier that he may get a good start.”—O. D. R. 

“On account of training horses over smooth 
tracks, I notice the horses become frightened en- 
tering the Waite gate. When they step on the 
iron bar, they kick it. Some of the horses be- 
come very nervous.’”’—E. R. Bradley. 

“Protection against kickers is the main reason 
I prefer starting from stalls.”—-Brownell Combs. 

“TI think it would be a backward step to return 
to the old barrier. Horses get away much 
quicker. There is much less chance of crippling 
them, and is much better in every way.’’—J. B. 
Respess. 

“T hope they will continue the stalls.’”-—John H. 
Morris.

YEARLING SALES COMPARED. 


E. COUSSELL, of the British Bloodstock 
¢ Agency, Ltd., London, in a letter to THE 
BLOOD-HORSE enclosed a proof page from the Oc- 
ber supplement to the Bloodstock Breeders’ 
eview for 1931, summarizing the yearling sales 
in England, France and the United States for 
the current year. The supplement was almost 
ready at the time of his mailing the proof, Mr. 
Coussell wrote. It has now been in the hands 
of American readers for several days. Be- 
fore reproducing the yearling sales summary, 
we may quote a few lines from Mr. Coussell’s 
letter anent the second period of sales at New- 
market in October: 
“The sales this week at Newmarket have been 
a disaster. There were very few yearlings, but 
a large number of moderate horses in training. 
These have been almost given away. In other 
years, there has always been a good demand for 
this class of horse, first of all from our Colonial 
friends, wishing for moderate class race horses 
at moderate prices, secondly, from the trainers 
of jumpers in this country. The latter were 
quite absent this week, and Colonial buyers 
could be counted on the fingers of one hand. 
The result was that in many instances, owners 
wishing to reduce, and selling their horses with- 
out reserve, were practically giving them away. 
You will see we helped ourselves!” 
The Bloodstock Breeders’ Review supplement’s 
Summary of the yearling sales follows: 


“It was inevitable that the economic depres- 
sion which prevailed all over the world in 1931 
should be reflected in the sales of Thoroughbred 
arlings in the three countries where the breed- 


ing of race horses has become an important in- 
dustry. An analysis of the sale returns at Don- 
caster, Deauville, and Saratoga in 1931 reveals 
the fact that, compared with the two preceding 
years, the average realized at Doncaster is by 
far the best. The following tables will enable 
the reader to compare the figures of the three 
countries. It should be stated that the Ameri- 
can dollar has been taken at the rate of five 
dollars to the pound and the French franc at 
125 francs to the pound.

“It is interesting to note that at Doncaster in 
1931 there were 368 lots offered, of which 309 
changed hands. Of the 368 offered, reserves 
were placed on about 240 lots. The percentage 
of yearlings sold to those offered was 84. At 
Deauville in 1931 no fewer than 813 yearlings 
were offered for sale, and 335 found purchasers, 
the percentage being 41. The following table 
for the three years 1929 to 1931 shows the num- 
ber of lots offered at Doncaster and Deauville, 
the numbers sold, and the percentage of those 
sold to those not sold:

“The yearlings which are offered for saie at 
Saratoga go into the ring without reserve. This 
is contrary to the custom at Doncaster and 
Deauville, where as a rule reserves are placed 
on more than half the lots offered. 

“A careful study of the tables given above 
reveals the fact that the “slump” has been felt 
far less at Doncaster than at either Deauville 
or Saratoga, whether considered from the view- 
point of the average price realized by the year- 
lings in 1931, or the decreased percentage com- 
pared with the two previous years. The figures 
show further that the yearling market in Eng- 
land more than holds its own, and is likely to 
do so in the future.” 


American readers will make some reservation 
before accepting the above conclusion in its en- 
tirety. They believe, with some reason, that if 
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the system of reserves had prevailed in this 
country, the average would have shown less de- 
cline, as the breeders would have taken the 
stock home rather than accept extremely low 
prices. This hypothetical argument, however, 
can not be considered enough to account for 
the whole difference between the percentage of 
decline in England and that in America, for it 
may be seen that the average made in England 
this year was produced without any increase in 
the percentage of yearlings which failed to reach 
their reserve. 

' As THE BLoop-HorSE has previously said, the 
American market this year was too bad to be 
true. There was no justification for the extreme- 
ly low prices at Saratoga, when one takes into 
consideration that the values of the stakes and 
purses were kept far above the decline in the re- 
turns to breeders at the auction ring. There was 
‘an apparent disinclination to bid the worth of 
the colts and fillies, and we now are of the opin- 
ion that this was due in largest measure to de- 
termination on the part of a very great many 
persons to “wait awhile” before investing in any- 
thing. The waiting time should now be at an 
end, if those who have money for investment 
would profit handsomely. The time is here when 
the strong boxes should be opened and Thorough- 
bred horses should be purchased. History is 
about to repeat itself to the favor of buyers of 
good, young horses and well bred sound mares.

Judge John S. Wallace, racing secretary for 
the Miami Racing Association, departed from 
Lexington recently for Miami to look after 
some preliminaries for the race meeting of 45 
days at Hialeah Park, which is to open January 
12 or 14.

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SIRES OF WINNERS 

HE victory of St. Brideaux in the Latonia 

Championship Stakes on the last day of 
October had the effect of practically clinching 
the top place on the list of leading stallions of 
1931 for *St. Germans, son of Swynford and 
Hamoaze, by Torpoint. The earnings of his get 
this year to and including October 31, first 
monies only, total $282,555. That amount was 
won by 12 horses in 46 races. The list of lead- 
ing sires has not changed greatly since our last 
previous publication of the statistics a month 
ago. Prince Pal is still second with $230,571, 
*Dis Donc third with $213,510, *Sun Briar fourth 
with $195,540, *Hourless fifth with $136,425, My 
Play sixth with $112,930, *Wrack has passed 
High Time and moved into seventh place with 
$99,775, and High Time is eighth with $98,700. 
*Spanish Prince II is still in ninth place with 
$89,800. “Master Charlie has moved into the 
list, in tenth place with $87,895. *Polymelian 
and Cudgel have been crowded off the list of 
the leading 10. 

High Time holds his lead in point of number 
of winners, with 45. *Wrack and Bunting have 
43 each; *Polymelian, 40; *Donnacona and 
Sweep, 38 each; Lucky Hour, 36; Westy Hogan 
and Tryster, 34 each; *Spanish Prince II, 33. 
In point of number of races won, the leaders 
are: *Wrack, 120; High Time, 115; *Light Bri- 
gade 106; Sweep, 103; Westy Hogan, 100; Sweep 
On, *Donnacona and *Polymelian, 95 each;

HE BLoop-HORSE is in receipt of a photo- 
graph of Miss Woodford, sent by Harold L. 
Jones, president of Tracy and Jones, Inc., build- 
ing materials and coal dealers of Hornell, N. Y. 
Mr. Jones for many years has been a student of 
racing and its history and will be remembered to 
our readers as compiler of an exhaustive record 
of Kingston's performances, published in THE 
BLoop-HORSE of May, 1929, our last issue as a 
monthly. We are glad to add the picture of Miss 
Woodford to our collection and are grateful to 
Mr. Jones for it. We take the liberty to quote a 
few interesting notes from Mr. Jones’ letter which 
arrived with the picture: 
“Until I read the last number of your inter-

Kingston raced 
until he was 10 years old and retired perfectly 
sound and sired two winners of the Futurity and 
one of the Belmont. No horse has yet beaten 
Hanover’s record of 17 consecutive wins. and Mr. 
John Hervey says of him in Racing at Home and 
Abroad that properly handled he should hive been 
retired unbeaten, which I fully believe. Top

EADHILD’S DAM

HE best 2-year-old filly in France this season 

is by common consent Mr. J. D. Cohn’s Ead- 
hild, who is probably worth between £10,000 and 
£15,000 in view of the valuable prizes which she 
may win next year. 

This is her story—the story of a milk-man’s 
mare, or a racing romance of Surbiton—as related 
to me by Mr. Clarence Hailey, the well known 
breeder and international dealer in bloodstock. 

In 1918, Mr. Hailey was at the Newmarket 
sales when he saw a well bred mare by Marco, 
called Marie Galante, going, as he thought, cheap- 
ly; so he bid for her, and she was knocked down 
to him for only 30 guineas. 

He sent her to be kept at a stud farm, but not 
long after she went there she developed a cold, 
with a bad nasal discharge. The owner of the 
stud farm did not like the look of her and, fear- 
ing she might infect the other mares, he asked 
Mr. Hailey to have her removed at once. 

Mr. Hailey did not know what to do. The mare 
looked like being a nuisance to him, so he de- 
cided to have her shot. Just after he came to 
this decision he was coming out of Surbiton Sta- 
tion when the met his milkman, and an idea 
germinated. 

The milkman had some land, and Mr. Hailey 
told him of this beautiful mare’s sad plight and 
asked him to take her as a free gift. If she had 
been a dairy shorthorn cow the milkman would 
have jumped at the offer, but being a Thorough- 
bred mare he had no use for her. At last he 
very reluctantly accepted her just to oblige a 


ustomer. 
Qe grass agreed with her, and having 


oduced a foal, the milkman decided to try his 
luck with her at the December sales in the fol- 
lowing year. 

He sent her up with her foal, and to his in- 
tense delight they sold for 470 guineas. Marie 
Galante then went to Yorkshire. 

She did not do well there, and four years later 
she was sent again to the Newmarket December 
sales by Mr. L. Thirlby, when Mr. Cohn bought 
her for only 80 guineas. He took her to France, 
and she bred for him a few winners, none of them 
of much account. 

Then he mated her with his young sire Athel- 
stan, and two years ago she produced the brilliant 
Eadhild. But that was to be the end of the 
chequered career of Marie Galante. She was 
then nearly 20 years old, and she died just after 
foaling this pearl of the French turf, who was 
foster-mothered by a cart mare. 

Mr. Cohn is fond of racing horses in England, 
and if he ever sends Eadhild here and she wins 
no one will cheer her home so enthusiastically as 
the great-hearted milkman, who saved her dam 
from being shot. 

It is little romances like this that make the 
9 Wipe of race horses the enthralling subject 
it is.

to Capt. G. P. Gough, and _ sold by Captain 
Gough to John Hay Whitney in the summer of 
1929 for a reported price of $75,000. He was

in England and was brought to America after 
his successful campaign as a 4-year-old. Since 
his arrival here he has filled out and become a 
very handsome stallion. Six mares produced 
foals by him this year, and nine others were 
bred to him in the spring of 1931.

‘To emphasize 
the allusion to the success of the 1931 meeting,” 
said Mr. Cummings, “it is interesting to note 
that on several days the attendance exceeded that 
of the corresponding periods of last season. The 
volume of speculation has been larger, too, on 
occasions, which to my mind is an indication that 
the depression is waning.”’ , 

The Pimlico meeting, which began Monday of 
last week, November 2, is also doing well, though 
it needs no superlatives, perhaps, to describe it. 
Gate receipts on the opening day—it was bleak 
and cold—were about $200 less than for last fall’s 
opening day, Secretary Matthias L. Daiger re- 
ported. The mutuel handle was only about $1,800 
off. More than enough to offset the drop in re- 
ceipts was the fact that the feature stakes event 
was a $10,000 added event, whereas the stakes 
which featured last fall’s opening was $25,000 
added. Last Saturday the mutuel handle was re- 
ported at $776,000, or $175,000 more than on the 
corresponding day of a year ago. Good racing 
has marked the meeting. Green Cheese, which 
has put in his bid for top ranking among the 
steeplechasers, won the Manly Memorial the first 
day. On the same program, Flagstone won in a 
three-heads-on-the-post finish with Morsel and 
Glastonbury. The veteran sprinter, Balko, tri- 
umphed over Con Amore by a nose. Tuesday 
Hygro took the Helpful Stakes, but on the fol- 
@:: Saturday he finished far back in the 


lico Futurity field. On the same program 
ith the Helpful Stakes was a mile and 70 yards 
race in which S. W. Labrot’s exceptionally fast 
filly, Tred Avon, equalled the track record of 
1:42 1-5, beating Happy Scot and others. Wednes- 
day, Mate won the 12-furlongs Bowie Handicap. 
Saturday, Top Flight, C. V. Whitney’s great 2- 
year-old filly, added the Pimlico Futurity to her 
uninterrupted series of victories. 


BAN THREATENS CALLAHAN. 

Hubert (Tex) Callahan, near the finish of the 
second race at Pimlico November 3, allowed his 
mount, Mouthpiece, to bump Tancred and also 
struck other horses than his own mount with 
his whip. Stewards suspended him for the 
meeting and referred the case to the Maryland 
Racing Commission. Callahan is a promising 
young rider whom Max Hirsch brought from 
Texas three years ago. 


GREEN CHEESE IN MANLY MEMORIAL. 
First of the stakes races at Pimlico was the 
sixteenth running of the Manly Memorial 
Steeplechase Handicap ($10,000 added, 4-year- 
olds and up, two and one-half miles), run on 
opening day, November 2. Mrs. J. H. Whit- 
ney’s Grand National winner, Green Cheese 
(148), the odds-on favorite, lay behind the others 
for the first mile, moved up when ready, and 
under careful steadying by his rider, young 
Rigan McKinney, at every jump, he took the 
lead at the last fence and drew away under 
pressure to win by a length and a half. Second 
was Prowler (145), owner by Joseph E. Wid- 
ener, whose horses have won eight previous 
nnings of the race. A _ little more than a 
gth behind Prowler was the third horse, 


Stephen Sanford’s Dark Magne (138), which was 
four lengths ahead of E. R. Bradley’s Beelzebub 
(151), the pacemaker. Pokey Joe (139), Indigo 
(156), *Argonaut (136) were the others which 
finished. Madiola (141) fell heavily at the 
eleventh fence, a water jump, and it was neces- 
sary to destroy her later. *Royal Falcon ran out.

MATE WINS AT MILE AND A HALF. 


A. C. Bostwick’s Mate, beaten in his last three 
previous starts and handicapped by top weight 
of 127 pounds for the twenty-third Bowie Han- 
dicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, one and one- 
half miles), went to the post favorite, by a small 
margin, over the Greentree Stable’s St. Bri- 
deaux, which was weighted with 122 pounds. 
He came to finish line winner, by a small mar- 
gin, over St. Brideaux. Half a length separated 
them at the end, and the lean Greentree colt 
was gaining on the son of Prince Pal. Six 
lengths back was the Wheatley Stable’s Blen- 
heim (109), a length and a half ahead of the 
Audley Farm Stable’s Rocky News (106). Three 
others ran, Ormesby (108), Pittsburgher (113), 
Anne Arundel (93). Ormesby made the early 
pace, Anne Arundel next, Blenheim third, Mate 
fourth, St. Brideaux fifth. George Ellis, with- 
out urging his mount, sent Mate to the front 
after seven furlongs. Kurtsinger, on St. Bri- 
deaux, moved later and when he did move he 
tried to go through near the rail. He got into 
some close places, but at length emerged from 
the pack with only Mate ahead of him. A fur- 
long out he lapped the Bostwick colt. Ellis 
kept Mate going in good style, however, and at 
the end still had half a length advantage. The 
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victory brought Mate’s total earnings up to 
$263,150, and allowed him to displace Twenty 
Grand in fifth place on the list of leading Ameri- 
can money-winning horses.

TOP FLIGHT’S PIMLICO FUTURITY. 


It is just a year since the horses of the stable 
of the late H. P. Whitney began to race in the 
name of Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, but the 
young sportsman’s name is already twice on the 
list of owners of Pimlico Futurity winners. Two 
great 2-year-olds have won the $40,000 added, 


mile and a sixteenth race for him—-Equipoise | 

year and Top Flight this year. Top Flight won 
the twelfth running of the fixture last Saturday, 
November 7, and thereby extended her unbroken 
string of victories to seven; brought her money 
winning total to $219,000; broke Domino’s record 
as the world’s largest money-winning 2-year-old 
($170,890, set in 1893); broke Princess Doreen’s 
record as leading American money-winning Thor- 
oughbred mare or filly ($174,745); broke Scep- 
tre’s record as world’s leading money-winning 
mare ($197,915); became the leading money-win- 
ning horse of the year, in America or any other 
country; carried her sire, *Dis Donc, into second 
place on the list of leading sires; carried the C. 
V. Whitney stable ahead of the Greentree Stable 
into first place on the list of leading owners for 


1931, with a total of $397,935, including Novem- 


ber 7. 


The Pimlico Futurity drew a field of 11 colts 
and the one filly, geldings being barred. Just as 
she did in the Futurity at Belmont Park, Top 
Flight bested all her male rivals and proved again 
her unquestionable right to be regarded as the 
leading 2-year-old of the season. With 119 
pounds up, she won by a neck from the Loma 
Stable’s (Mrs. L. G. Kaufman’s) Tick On (119). 
Three lengths behind Tick On came E. R. Brad- 
ley’s Burgoo King (119), with only a nose ad- 
vantage over Walter J. Salmon’s Mad Pursuit 
(122). W. R. Coe’s Osculator was in fifth place, 
a neck behind Mad Pursuit. The others were 
strung out in the following order: Big Beau 
(122), Pompeius (117), Over Time (122), Gallant 
Sir (122), Lucky Tom (119), Hygro (122), Sema- 
phore (122). The weights, which bear no rela- 
tion to the records of the horses, may be ex; 
plained by the following sentences from the of 
ditions of the race: “Weight, 122 pounds. 
either sire or dam have not produced a winner 
at the time of the closing of entries, an allow- 
ance of 3 pounds will be made if claimed at the 
time of closing of entries. If neither sire nor 
dam have produced a winner at the time of clos- 
ing of entries, an allowance of five pounds will 
be made if so claimed.” 


The field was at the post 714 minutes. A. Pas- 
cuma broke Lucky Tom into the lead from No. 1 
post position. Osculator was next and Top Flight 
third in the first few yards. Mad Pursuit was 
fourth, but immediately dropped back until only 
Over Time was behind him. Tick On and Burgoo 
King were among the last to get started. Around 
the first turn Lucky Tom held the lead, about 
two lengths ahead of Top Flight, which Workman 
had moved up to second place under restraint. 
Fator got Burgoo King going earlier than usual 
and soon had him in third place, going easily. 
Tick On, which had been responsible for much of 
the delay at the post, got away so badly that 
Pete Walls was obliged to take to the outside 
with him to find racing room. Workman shook 
up the filly early in the turn into the stretch. 
She went to Lucky Tom and whipped him in a 
few strides. The *Master Charlie colt dropped 
out of the picture thereafter. The reader ought to 
be reminded here that the Pimlico track has a 
“crown,” that is, it slopes in either direction from 
the center of the course, so that drainage tends 
to make the track a bit deeper and more difficult 
toward the inner rail than in the center of the 
track. Top Flight rounded the turn and came 
down the stretch next to the rail. Fator also 
kept Burgoo King on the rail. Walls, by neces- 
sity, took Tick On around the field near the mi 
dle of track. Thus, while Tick On lost groun 
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he gained a better racing medium and was thus 
enabled to make a great challenge of the flying 
filly. He passed the weakening Lucky Tom and 
Pompeius, drove by the steady Burgoo King, and 
at the eighth pole had his nose at Top Flight’s 
saddle girth. The filly responded to Workman’s 
call and the two fine young racers—the filly that 
had won the Futurity and the colt that had won 
the Hopeful—battled down the stretch in a great 
finish. Top Flight, in slightly worse going on the 
inside, yielded a few inches to Tick On’s charge, 
but at the end she still had a neck advantage— 
and, by most accounts, was beginning to pull 
away. Burgoo King kept to the inner rail, and, 
finishing some three lengths behind the leaders, 
all but lost third money to the closing rush of 
Mad Pursuit, which again turned on with a phe- 
nomenal burst of belated speed such as marked 
his race in the Futurity at Belmont Park. 

The time was exceptionally good, coming within 
two-fifths of a second of the track record, set by 
the 3-year-old Hephaistos in 1922 with only 107 
pounds up. By quarters, :23 2-5, :47 1-5, 1:12 
2-5, 1:38, 1:44 4-5, track fast. Stakes division, 
$56,170, $5,000, $2,500, $1,000. C. V. Whitney re- 
ceives $2,500 as breeder of the winner; Mrs. 
Kaufman, $1,000 as breeder of the second; 
Horace N. Davis and the Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
$500 as breeders of Burgoo King. Both Tick On 
and Burgoo King were foaled at the Blue Grass 
Heights Stock Farm of Horace N. Davis, near

KENTUCKY 


NOTES OF “HORSE WEEK.” 


ANY notables of the turf and scores of 

devotees to sport of racing who are per- 
haps quite as enthusiastic, though not so widely 
known, are in Lexington this week for the activi- 
ties incident to the sales of Thoroughbred horses 
and the events at Idle Hour Farm, Hamburg 
Place and the Whitney Farm. 

Among the first to arrive was Colonel E. R. 
Bradley, master of Idle Hour Farm, and sponsor 
for the fourth annual Orphans; Day racing which 
is occurring on Wednesday, Armistice Day. 
Colonel Bradley came from Baltimore after hav- 
ing seen Burgoo King, his Kentucky Derby hope 
of 1932, finish third to Top Flight and Tick On 
in the Pimlico Futurity last Saturday. 

In conversation with the editor of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE while motoring to Hamburg Place last 
Sunday afternoon, Colonel Bradley said: “I am 
still of the opinion that no one can name a horse 
which will, as a three-year-old in 1932, defeat 
Burgoo King, and I am still willing to wager 
$5,000 a side, horse against horse.” 

Concerning Top Flight, Colonel Bradley said: 
“This is perhaps the greatest filly ever bred. 
She is not prepossessing in appearance, but she 
has the greatest action I have ever seen in a 
horse. She is the perfect racing machine. I 
would be proud to have bred her and if I were 
her owner no money could buy her.” 

Joseph E. Widener, who accepted the invita- 
tion of Colonel Bradley to present the cups to 
the winners at Idle Hour Farm on Wednesday, 
arrived at his Elmendorf Farm Monday with a 
party including his son and daughter-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. P. A. B. Widener, Mrs. Lawrence 
Harriman and George Willing, Jr. Mr. Widener 
has no apprehension concerning dates for the 
forthcoming meeting at Hialeah Park, Miami. In 
conversation with the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
at Elmendorf on Monday, Mr. Widener said that 
the action of the owners of Tropical Park in 
making application for dates encompassing 
those for which the Miami Racing Association 
had applied constitutes a very unsportsmanlike 
action to say the least. Mr. Widener in going 
over the incidents concerning the passage of the 
Florida racing law, the applications for racing 
permits, and the campaign for ratification of the 
permits granted in Dade County, said that Frank 
J. Bruen and his principals had given him to un- 
derstand that their purpose in converting the 
Coral Gables dog track into a horse track was 
actuated solely by desire to lengthen the Miami 
season for visitors. Mr. Widener said that the 
representation throughout the campaigning was 
that Tropical Park would be content with dates 
prior to and following the 45 days at Hialeah 
Park. It has worked out, however, that Tropical 
Park now has in the hands of the Florida State 
Racing Commission an application for 50 days, 
and these 50 days include the 45 days requested 
for Hialeah Park. 

“IT am content to leave the matter entirely to 
the fairness of the people of Miami to represent 
Hialeah Park’s cause before the State Racing 
Commission, if representation before the com- 
mission shall be necessary,’ said Mr. Widener, 
adding: “However, my impression is that it 
will not be necessary that any representation be 
made before the commission.” 

Mr. Widener stated that he had told the peo- 
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ple of Miami and of Florida that he would make 
Hialeah Park the most beautiful racing plant in 
America and one of the most beautiful in the 
world, and that he estimated that it would re- 
quire an expenditure of at least $1,000,000 to 
accomplish this. To date, Mr. Widener stated, 
he has spent $1,180,000 and that by the time his 
program is completed the expenditure will ap- 
proximate $1,500,000. 

A telephone message from Miami to Mr. Wide- 
ner Sunday night stated that Superintendent 
John M. Keegan has the new course ready for 
horses and that the first gallops would be made 
over it this week. Mr. Widener said that already 
horses have begun to arrive and that on Sunday 
last there were approximately 50 on the grounds. 
Mr. Widener will go to Miami shortly to spend 
a day or two in seeing that the finishing touches 
are put on the plant according to his original 
plans. He does not intend to stay there but will 
go back about January 10 to remain through 
the season. 

Frank Shutts, editor and publisher of the 
Miami Daily Herald, was among those who came 
for the Orphans’ Day racing, and while here 
he was entertained at Elmendorf by Mr. Widener. 


Mr. Shutts is enthusiastic about Miami’s racing.

Mrs. Payne Whitney, the much admired mis- 
tress of Greentree Farm, was an arrival Mon- 
day from her home in the east, and on the same 
day her son, J. H. Whitney, and his wife, also 
came, as did Mr. and Mrs. C. V. Whitney. On 
Tuesday Mrs. Whitney was selling a draft of 
mares from her Greentree Farm Stud, and on 
Wednesday 52 head including stallions 
drafted from the C. V. Whitney Stud were being 
sold at the C. V. Whitney Farm under manage- 
ment of C. J. Fitz Gerald. 

On Thursday one of the central features of the 
week’s activities incident to the annual meeting 
of the National Foxhunters’ Association is to be 
seen in the running of the Prince of Wales Gold 
Cup Steeplechase, value $5,000, three miles, over 
19 jumps, at Hamburg Place. Inasmuch as this 
is to be the first steeplechase race ever run in 
Fayette County, and because of the fact that 
horses have been assembled here from various 
points, more than ordinary interest attaches to 
this event. 

Monday and Tuesday afternoons, and Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, were being oc- 
cupied with the auction sales of some 420 head 
of Thoroughbreds under the management of E. J. 
Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton Company, 
at his Lexington Sales Paddocks. The state of 
the market is well reflected in the report of the 
first two sessions of these sales appearing else- 
where in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

Many names unfamiliar to the general run of 
readers of Turf news will be found among the 
buyers at this week’s sales. These are all bona- 
fide purchasers who have come from various 
parts of the United States and Canada, and next 
week we will undertake to have something more 
about these apparently newcomers. 


TERRY’S PROMISING YEARLINGS. 

Joe F. Patterson, trying out yearlings at the 
Kentucky Association track last Friday, had a 
pleasant surprise. Of the dozen yearlings he is 
handling for Max Hirsch, those by Terry showed 
extremely fast speed. A chestnut colt out of 


Blue Skies, by Wildair, and a bay colt out of 
Alice Harris, by *Ambassador IV, went down the 
Lexington front stretch and were timed by several 
watchers a quarter in :22 1-5, some of the timers 
catching them as fast as :20 4-5. The track was 
not especially fast. 

A chestnut colt by Terry out of Incentive, by 
*Spanish Prince II, and a bay filly by Terry out 
of Donnafoil, by *Donnacona, showed almost as 
fast works. Others in the Hirsch string to show 
quarters faster than :23 were the brown filly by 
*Rire aux Larmes out of Dottie Vandiver, by Trap 
Rock, and the chestnut filly by *Pot au Feu out 
of Milfoil, by *Vulcain. The Terrys, Mr. Patter- 
son said, are natural runners and have extraor- 
dinary speed. The Donnafoil filly he believes to 
be one of the best yearling prospects he has seen. 

The colts and fillies which caused Mr. Patter- 
son’s enthusiasm are members of the first crop 
of the 7-year-old Terry, owned by S. H. Harris 
and Max Hirsch and standing at Horace N. 
Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Farm, Lexington. 
Terry is a chestnut by *North Star III out of 
Seamstress, by *Star Shoot. He started only 
twice, winning both races, before he broke down. 
Mr. Hirsch has always claimed him to be one 
of the best horses he ever handled. 


STEEPLECHASERS IN KENTUCKY. 


Last Sunday afternoon Col. E. R. Bradley mo- 
tored from his Idle Hour Farm to the Hamburg 
Place of J. Edward Madden to inspect the new 
steeplechase course there. He saw his jumpers, 
Beelzebub and Banner Day, sent out to take 
the jumps, but ordered the horses back to the 
stable after Banner Day ran out and both re- 
fused several of the jumps and spilled their 
riders a few times. Colonel Bradley congratu- 
lated Mr. Madden on the course, saying that he 
liked it, and made the suggestion that if the 
landing side of the ditch at the water jump 
were sloped a bit it would be fairer for the 
horse. The sheer wall on the landing side of 
the ditch makes it almost impossible for the 
horse to stay on his feet if he lands in the ditch. 

“Colonel,’”’ responded Mr. Madden, “this course 
belongs to the National Foxhunters’ Association 
until November 13, when I inherit it. Congratu- 
lations are due William Woodard for its excel- 
lence, and so are criticisms for any defects. I 
am glad, however, to hear the criticisms, since 
they will afford me an opportunity to make the 
course perfect when it becomes mine.” 

Colonel Bradley then said that if he could 
arrange for schooling privileges at Hamburg 
Place, he would increase the number of jumpers 
in his stable. Mr. Madden agreed at once and 
said he would place a stable at the convenience 
of the master of Idle Hour. More horses will 
be put into Colonel Bradley’s string of jumpers 
and they will shortly be sent by van to Ham- 
burg Place for schooling. 


P. T. CHINN ADJUDICATED BANKRUPT. 


Col. Phil T. Chinn, through his attorney, Bailey 
D. Berry, filed a petition in voluntary bank- 
ruptcy with Judge A. M. J. Cochran of the 
United States Court for the Eastern District of 
Kentucky on Wednesday, November 4. The pe- 
tition was promptly granted and the following 
day S. Monroe Nickell, referee in bankruptcy, 
Lexington, issued a notice that the first meet- 
ing of Colonel Chinn’s creditors will be held at 
Mr. Nickell’s offices, Security Trust Building, 
at 2 p. m., November 20, 1931, “when they may 
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prove their claims, elect a trustee, examine the 
bankrupt, and transact such other business as 
may properly come before the said meeting.” 
Colonel Chinn’s Himyar Stud affairs were placed 
in the hands of Joseph E. Harting as receiver 
last December 8. The receivership, now being 
brought to a close, does not, on account of the 
stringency of the times and the frozen condi- 
tion of the assets, give the expected relief and 
clearance. Colonel Chinn, after conferences 
with close friends, some of whom are among his 
largest creditors, reluctantly turned to bank- 
ruptcy for relief, declaring that it is his inten- 
tion to start all over and pay his creditors dol- 
lar for dollar. 


OPEN CLAIMING RULE. 


Horsemen expect the open claiming rule to be 
adopted for Kentucky at the next meeting of 
the Kentucky Racing Commission. Under the 
rule by which only an owner having a starter 
in a race may claim a horse out of that race, a 
code of claiming ethics has grown up which has 
not always made for good racing. It has come 
to be considered unsportsmanlike to claim an- 
other’s horse, even though the value on him has 
been placed a thousand dollars too low in order 
to give him a better chance to win. Under the 
open claiming rule, a claim may be placed by 
any person who has the official sanction of au- 
thorities, that is, anyone not officially disbarred. 


POLITICAL.

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CHARITY ENDS THE SEASON. 

WO days of racing were held at Belmont 

Park last week, closing the season. Tues- 
day, November 3, the United Hunts Racing As- 
sociation, though keenly missing the presence of 
its late leader, John McEntee Bowman, carried 
on with its customary social brilliance. Two 
stakes were on the program, the Temple Gwath- 
mey Memorial Steeplechase, won by *Chenango, 
and the Blemton Handicap, which fell to Flying 
Heels. The next day, Wednesday, November 4, 
was marked by a charity program on which 
horsemen and racing officials had expended 
much effort, but which failed to attract the pub- 
lic support which has marked charity meetings 
in other parts of the country. Scarcely 4,000 
persons attended. The receipts, however, aug- 
mented by gifts, etc., reached a total slightly 
above $29,000, which was given for the relief 
of unemployed persons. Holding the feature po- 
sition on the charity program was the Jockey 
Club Purse, in which no money was offered, 
the prize being a diamond ornament for the 
owner of the winner. Only women owners were 
eligible to make entries. The winner was Mrs. 
Victor Emanuel’s Cabezo, by *Carlaris. Best 
race of the day was that in which The Beasel, 
with 123 pounds, and Flying Heels, with 126, 
were the principals. The Beasel beat her former 
stablemate by a head, with Waterway another 
head back. The six furlongs were run in 1:11 
against a strong head wind. Flying Heels was 
running his second race in two days. 


SAMUEL ADAMS CLARK DEAD. 

Samuel Adams Clark, member of the New 
York Racing Commission, architect, sportsman, 
and clubman, was found dead in a clothes closet 
at the Brook Club, New York City, on Sunday, 
November 8. Heart disease, from which he had 
suffered several years, was believed responsible.

ABOUT GORDON RICHARDS. 
Telling about Gordon Richards, who was 


only one behind Fred Fox for jockey cham- 
pionship in England last year, but this year the 
leader and likewise succeeding Fox as first rider 
for Fred Darling’s patrons in the Beckhampton 
Stable, The Morning Advertiser (London) says: 

“The utmost determination marks the efforts 
in the saddle of Richards, and it is to this he 
chiefly owes his success. He shows it in marked 
degree when with hands dug deep in his pockets, 
he emerges from the weighing-room to walk to 
the paddock to mount his horse, planting his feet 
down firmly as he goes. Immediately he is in 
the saddle he becomes master of his mount, who, 
willy-nilly, obeys his rider’s will. 

“As he canters to the post he often displays a 
little characteristic which in itself betokens his 
confidence. He will stand up in the stirrups as 
straight as a dart, giving his mount almost the 
full length of rein, his whole attitude plainly say- 
ing. ‘We'll take them all on!’ 

“He never gives up. If he is anywhere within 
striking distance of the leaders near home he 
will ride for all he is worth, nursing just that 
hope that his mount will suddenly realize the 
urgency of the moment and find a last-minute 
reserve. It sometimes comes off, too. 

“That spirit of resolution evidently was mani- 
fest in a letter he wrote as a boy of 15 to Martin 
Hartigan in reply to an advertisement which read, 
‘Paid lads required in a racing establishment,’ 
for Hartigan engaged him at once. : 

“Gordon’s father was a miner in Shropshire, 
and at the time the boy was a clerk in an office. 
His earnings now are huge, and this season it 
is probable that with his three retaining fees 
and the present which he receives for riding win- 
ners his annual income may be £15,000. 

“Thus Richards, even at his present age (he is 
26), must be a wealthy man, for he lives in a 
very quiet way with his wife and two children. 
He owes a lot to Martin Hartigan, and his loyalty 
to him is well known. 

“He has ridden two classic winners, Rose of Eng- 
land in the Oaks and Singapore in the St. Leger. 
His new employer, Fred. Darling, is regarded as 
one of the greatest trainers of the century, and 
doubtless Richards will have a fine opportunity 
of realizing his cherished ambition of riding a 
winner of the great Epsom Derby.”

NOW AT HOPKINSVILLE. 


HE stallion, *Masked Marvel II, five mares 

and three weanlings, the property of George 
Clark, have been transferred from Thomas Piatt’s

Mr. Clark, 
accompanied by his brother, John, and by Trainer 
Walter Carter, came from New York last Sunday 
to inspect several yearlings that were broken for 
him at the farm and later transferred to the Ken- 
tucky Association track by Thomas Carr Piatt, 
and to attend the sales and the racing at Idle 
Hour Farm and Hamburg Place. *Masked Mar- 
vel II, bred in France, by McKinley out of Mas- 
kara, a daughter of the splendid American mare, 
Maskette, by Disguise, was an excellent race 
horse on the other side of the water, and Mr. 
Piatt says his foals are attractive and give much 
promise. 


*TEDDY’S UNIQUE RECORD. 

In the last eight years, six winners of the Prix 
St. Firmin at Longchamps, France, have been by 
*Teddy. The fixture is for 2 yearold maidens, 
over five furlongs. Aethelstan, now an outstand- 
ing stallion in France, beat The Sirdar by a short 
neck in the 1924 renewal. In 1925, Rayon de 
Soleil triumphed in a field of 13 starters. In 1926, 
the filly Queen Iseult made it three wins in suc- 
cession for *Teddy and also three in succession 
for their owner, J. D. Cohn, who last year sold 
*Teddy to F. Wallis Armstrong and Kenneth N. 
Gilpin to stand in the United States. 

*Teddy’s fourth consecutive winner of the Prix 
St. Firmin was Cocyte, owned by Miss A. de 
Nerville, victorious in 1927. The fifth was Fleche 
d’Or, a filly owned by Mr. Cohn. Fleche d’Or is 
out of Persistent, by Spearmint, and is therefore 
own sister to *King Bruce, which stands at John 
S. Wiggins’ Military Stock Farm in Bourbon 
County, Kentucky. *Teddy’s representatives in 
the 1929 and 1930 renewals were unsuccessful, 
but this year, on October 25, Miss Teddy, by 
*Teddy out of Miss McKinley, by McKinley, won 
the Prix St. Firmin by two lengths.

“Tt is only a year since the owner registered 
her colors—yellow jacket and cap—and they are 
now known and cheered on all the French race 
courses.”

Trefle was sent 
to South America in 1910. She was by Sainfoin. 
SEA SERPENT TO DAWSON. 

H. S. Gray’s unbeaten 3-year-old, Sea Serpent, 
has been transferred from the stables of P. 


Behan, at The Curragh, Ireland, to R. C. Daw- 
son’s establishment at Whatcombe, England, to 
be trained for his engagements in 1932. 

Sea Serpent made only one public appearance 
as a 2-year-old, winning the Railway Stakes at 
The Curragh. His two appearances this season 
were in the Baldoyle Derby and the Irish Derby, 
both of which he won. 

John McCormack’s Beaudelaire, winner of the 
Irish St. Leger, was second to him on each oc- 
casion. 

The 2-year-old half-sister to Sea Sérpent is 
Sea Mark, also trained by Behan. She, too, is 
unbeaten, and is reckoned by many to be the 
best 2-year-old in Ireland. 
MORSTONE IN ENGLAND.

JOE LAWSON’S RECORD. 

Joe Lawson, Manton Stable trainer, has set a 
world’s record this year by training the winners 
of £91,139 ($455,695), racing of October 23 in- 
cluded. His total may go over the half million 
dollars mark before the season ends. It in- 
cludes first monies only and completely over- 
shadows the world’s record set last year by 
James Fitzsimmons, American trainer, who han- 
dled the winners of $397,355. 


COUNT McCORMACK’S SALOME. 

Fall improvement has made Salome, 3-year-old 
daughter of Spion Kop, one of the best mares of 
the year in England. Owned by Count John Mc- 
Cormack and purchased by him for $15,000 as a 
yearling, she has won five of her eight starts, her 
latest victory having been scored in the Atlanta 
Stakes, one and one-quarter miles. Her earn- 
ings now approximate $15,000. 


SHOT WRONG HORSE. 


The Star (London) publishes this, which THE 
BLoop-HoRSE thinks is entitled to record under 
the caption “Stupidity:” ‘A hurdle racer broke 
down on a New Zealand race course and an order 
was given for its destruction, says the Central 
News, but the man who had been told off to shoot 
the animal went to the wrong box and shot a 
promising horse which had carried off a valu- 
able steeplechase.” 


DEAD HEAT AT AUTEUIL. 

The Prix d’Automne, hurdle race of about two 
and one-half miles, run November 8 at Auteuil, 
France, saw a dead-heat finish. J. S. Josephs’ 
Filidor and H. Boulange’s Rebenti were tied for 
first place. 


RUBBISH PRICES. 

The sales of yearlings and horses in training 
at Newmarket this week have been poor. It 
was thought that the First October Sales 
were bad, but these were even worse, and the 
slump in bloodstock is now most pronounced. 

Some hope is entertained for foreign demand 
at the December sales, but the number of ani- 
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mals to be offered is so great that the sales 
will have to be extended over the sixth day, in- 
stead of being concluded in five as in other years. 

This means that there will be an enormous 
number of animals to be absorbed and it is 
doubtful if a market, except at absolutely rub- 
bish prices, will be found for them. 

Yearlings by stallions whose fees are 300 and 
400 guineas, have been selling this week for 
less than 100 guineas.—Evening News (London). 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


At Auteuil, France, November 1, Jockey E. 
Barbery was killed by a fall with Principessa 
in a steeplechase. 

Overall, by Apron—Los Angeles, by Llangibby, 
won the Irish Cesarewitch. 

The price of that excellent annual compen- 
dium of racing, The Bloodstock Breeders’ Re- 
view, has been reduced from two pounds to 35 
shillings, that is, to $8.75. 

Sandown Park, England, tried out a new to- 
talizer which displayed the approximate odds 
on each horse, instead of the betting “units.” 

One backer picked the two winners in the 
totalizer daily double at Sandown recently and 
got $2,538 for $2.50. 

The American, F. O. Bezner, of Gloucester, 
Mass., owns Puella, winner of the October Sell- 
ing Plate in England. 

The New England Stud of Sir John Buchanan 
Jardine was offered for sale recently but was 
withdrawn. Top bid was £17,750. 

The Golden Hair colt (not yet named), best 
of England’s 2-year-olds, is through for the sea- 
son. Critics view his pedigree and his heavy 
muscularity as indications that he will not be 
a stayer. 

Sandown Park stewards had R. H. Warden, 
American amateur rider, before them after he 
had ridden an ineffective race on his own horse, 
Laudamus. He excused himself by his inex- 
perience and was let off with a warning. 

W. Nevett rode 12 winners in six days in Scot- 
and. English papers believe it a record for the 
British Isles. 

Ursula, by *Teddy out of Bukowina, by Lem- 
berg, won the September Maiden Stakes, mile 
and a half, at Leicester, England. 

Mrs. B. M. Webster, American owner, bought 
the 5-year-old steeplechaser Thomond II from the 
Duke of Stacpoole. 

The New Zealand government collected $2,- 
605,000 in taxes from race tracks this year and 
the tracks lost $400,000. Trotting and running 
tracks have petitioned for tax relief.

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MANKATO ALWAYS WRONG?

ANKATO, in The Sporting Chronicle (re- 

printed in THE BLOooD-HOoRSE October 17) 
denied the truth of a statement of fact made by 
Salvator with these words, “That is not true.” 
I quote: 

“In order to strengthen his (i. e. Salvator’s) 
illogical argument condemning the passing of 
what he and others in America term ‘the Jersey 
Act,’ Salvator seeks to show that if many Amer- 
ican pedigrees ‘run to the woods’ several Eng- 
lish Stud Book strains also are lost in the forest. 
In this connection he especially instances the No. 
16 (Agnes) family, which he would have his 
readers believe was unknown and found no place 
in Stud Book data before 1821. That is not true.” 


Yet, despite this bold assertion we find further 
on in the Mankato item this admission of agree- 
ment with Salvator. I quote: 


“The No. 16 family descend from her (i. e. 
Young Marske Mare) second ( ?) offspring Fare- 
well (1792), who will be found in v. 2 of the 
Stud Book, published 1821.” 


“The No. 16 family,” continues Mankato, 
“descend from a sister to Stripling. DDocumen- 
tary evidence in my possession goes to show that 
this sister to Stripling ran under the name of 
Bradamante.” 


It is news of importance if Mankato really has 
in his possession “documentary evidence’ con- 
cerning the foundation mare of the Agnes fami- 
ly; news, I believe, that would be welcomed by 
the publishers of the Stud Book, or by my epis- 
tolary friend, Mr. Ernest E. Hutton, surviving 
male of the great Hutton family. My ground for 
doubt, and I hope that I am wrong, rests on the 
one simple fact that Baily’s Racing Calendar and 
Mankato spell alike the mare’s name, thus, 
Bradamante; whereas, the name of the Hutton 
mare that raced in 1748 was Bradamanteau. 


At any rate it would be a real service to ad- 
mirers of the Agnes family if Mankato will make 
known such evidence, and by so doing strike a 
precedent in giving his first actual contribution 
to horse history. 


And speaking of horse history; how concisely 
Mankato sums up for his readers the early period 
of American horse history, 1629-1802. The Man- 
kato manner is the very essence of belittlement, 
yet synthetical withal, and would merit no atten- 
tion had not the misinformation appeared in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE to puzzle American readers. 


“Actually the first shipment of horses from 
England to America,” says Mankato, “consisted 
of ten working animals * * carried in the ship, 
‘Lions Whelp’ from Portsmouth to Salem, Mass., 
in 1629.” This indeed may be testimony of value 
—if the horses reached these shores. 
we in America have depended on Prices Annals 
(2 Mass. Historical Coll) for the information 
that “there were no horses in New England in 
1632.” 

Mankato then “skips’’ blithely on to this false 
statement: “The first note regarding the ex- 
portation of a race horse to North America was 
in 1747. In that year Mr. Cradock * * sold 
Roger of the Vale (renamed Jolly Roger in 
America) for shipment.” Now, as a matter of 
fact, Mankato knows no note that certifies be- 
yond cavil to the effect Cradock sold for ship- 
ment his horse Roger of the Vale. Even if this 


Heretofore - 


were true the Jolly Roger that enters into Amer- 
ican pedigrees was not the Cradock horse. 

By making this statement, which is in contra- 
diction to American Stud Book entry, perhaps 
it is for the best to recite the evidence. Extant 
contemporary vouchers for Jolly Roger rest in 
a long run of advertisements of his stud stands; 
but these advertisements make known no pedi- 
gree. Indeed it was left to the “Author of An- 
nals of the Turf” in the eighteen-twenties to iden- 
tify Jolly Roger with Roger of the Vale. This 
identification was accepted by Peter Cottom, fol- 
lowed by Edgar, then by Bruce, and finally by 
fifth edition English Stud Book, v. I. Recently 
the lost information came to hand in a letter by 
John Baylor, dated August 2, 1761, wherein he 
tells of his filly “by old Jolly Roger, formerly 
the Duke of Kingston’s, who ran well in 1749.” 

When the American Stud Book is revised it 
will contain this corrected entry: 


“*JOLLY ROGER, ch h, foaled 1744. Duke of

The 
jumps in the four and one-half miles course were 
constructed of 11,000 cedar trees last year; they 
are now being replaced. 


JOHN F. WILLIAMS DEAD. 


John F. Williams, former jockey and trainer, 
died at the age of 73 at the General Hospital, 
Passaic, N. J., October 30. Mr. Williams, a na- 
tive of Boston, rode in Canada, England, Aus- 
tralia, France South America and the United 
States. Roger Williams, of Colonial fame, was 
an ancestor.

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A STARTER’S GRIEVANCES 


By W. B. GILPIN 


mule is usually accounted the most stub- 

born four-legged animal in existence, but 
when it comes right down to cases, it is doubt- 
ful whether the mule has much if anything on 
the horse, when the aforesaid horse takes a 
wayward notion into his head. As with a 
spoiled child, so with a wayward horse, where 
kind words have no effect, sterner measures 
must needs be applied. An agent of the S. P. 
c. A. had his attention called by a meddlesome 
Turf correspondent who was eager for noto- 
riety, to the use of whips and twitches, and on 
visiting the Empire City track informed the 
starter that the use of such attributes by his as- 
sistants must be discontinued. 


Many who have witnessed the crazy antics of 
some horses when being lined up for the start 
of a race will bear testimony to the obstinacy 
which seems to impregnate the animals’ brains. 
Persuasion is tried without effect, and some 
slight punishment is necessitated to force obe- 
dience, and give the horse to understand that 
man is the master. The whip is the usual in- 
strument to compel obedience, and in the case 
of a horse which cannot be led by hand, a twitch 
must be brought into play. There is no cruelty 
about a twitch, but for the benefit of those who 
do not know what a twitch is, it must be ex- 
plained that it is a small loop of rope, which 
can be twisted around the upper lip of a horse, 
so as to obtain a firm hold of him, and make 
him follow in the required direction. 


With the abolition of both whips and twitches 

Qe the hands of assistant starters, they must 
endeavor to make the wayward animals take 
their appointed positions at the gate by talking 
to them and using endearing terms. That is 
what the edict of the S. P. C. A.’s representa- 
tive at Empire City practically amounted to. 
There is no other resource open to them, unless 
they kick them on the shins, which would be 
still more cruel. The Society’s representative 
visited the track at Empire City, and admitted 
he could see no evidence of cruelty in the way 
the starter’s assistants treated the horses. Still 
he had to make some showing, to save his face, 
and in order to escape any animadversion on 
the part of the humane-minded reporter who 
had lodged the complaint, so instructed the 
starter to abolish both whips and twitches in 
the hands of his assistants. 


All men love a horse, and no man would 
willingly inflict undeserved punishment. on a 
dumb animal. But if there is to be starting, 
whether from a gate or otherwise, such as will 
satisfy the requirements of an exacting public, 
obedience on the part of the horses is a sine 
qua non. And where gentle methods are of no 
avail, sterner methods must be resorted to. A 
word is called for in extenuation of the work 
of the assistant starters. Their duties, to say 
the least, are arduous in the extreme. They 
have to battle at all times with the most unruly 
horses, run the risk of having their feet tram- 
pled on, and occasionally of being severely 
kicked. Assistant starters have to be strong, 
and not only that, but must have the patience 
of a Job in dealing with recalcitrant animals. 
Their good work is seldom commended or com- 

eo" on, whereas their having of necessity 


taken hold of a horse is at once seized upon for 
vituperation by excited bettors. 

The public generally do not realize the dis- 
advantages with which a starter and his assist- 
ants have to contend. If they did, they would 
be more charitable in their judgment. It is a 
pity that some of those who are most anxious 
to find fault and rush into print can not be ap- 
pointed starters for a day, so that they could 
then experience the difficulties of the position 
and be more charitably disposed in the future.
